VALUABLE MILK PRODUCTS 


Figures Furnished by Slate University Ex- 


perimental Department Show Well 


Developed Industry, 


Co-opcraling with the slate 
dairy 


and food commission, tin. 
1 agricultural 


experiment department of the Stale 
llnivtrsity has distributed 
with 
its 


regular monthly bulletin a churl map 
.showing the number of plants manu- 
facturing milk products in the stale, 
namely cheese fcatoric-s, creameries, 
skimming stations and condenseries. 
The following interest ing figures are 
published: 
Cheese factories, 
1,649; 


creameries, 1,017; combined creamery 
and cheese factories, 40; skinmming 
stations, 2(!0; conclenscries, .'}. 
The 


largest number of cheese factories arc 
found in Green county, in the southern 
part of the state, and especially in the 
northwest portions of that county. 
Many similar factories 
have been 


established in the southwestern part of 
the state, and a large number are clso 
distributed among the counties lining 
the eastern boundary of the state, from 
Green Kay to Waukesha. The greatest 
number of creameries are to be found 
in the southeastern part of the state. 
Portage county now has 26 creameries, 
well scattered about the county. 
The 


total valuation of the products manu- 
factured at all the plants during 1906 is 
estimated at $45.941,048. The amount 
of butter made ~>s 123,025,765 pounds, 
including 34,620,368 pounds w'^-'ch are 
made on the farms and 
88,405,397 


pounds at the creameries. The valu- 
ation on butter produced is placed at 
$25,762,258. The figures showing the 
amount of cheese manufactured reads 
111,884,940 pounds, of which 1,974,830 
pounds are made by housewives and 
109,910,112 pounds in the 
factories. 


The amount of milk directly consumed 
in the making of 
these products 


amounted during the past year 
to 


100,418,000 pounds.

CONGRESSIONAL NEWS. 


The house of representatives, 
in 


committee of the whole, refused to 
strike out of the army appropriation 
bill an item of $1,000,000 to pay the 
expenses of state militia participating 
in encampments of the regular army. 


The subcommittee 
of the senate 


committee on Indian affairs agreed to 
report an amendment to the Indian 
appropriation bill striking out the ap- 
propriation for the Indian school at 
Carlisle, Pa. 


A resolution prooviding for a sweep- 


Ing investigation of the conduct of 
United States Senator J. W. Bailey, 
of Texas, was introduced in the house 
of representatives of the state legisla- 
ture, signed by 28 members. 


Senators Foraker and 
Lodge de- 


bated the 
president's 
discharge of 


colored troops, and Senator Gearin 
-criticised his attitude toward the Jap- 
anese in America. 


A personal encounter between Con- 


gressmen Gaines, of Tennessee, and 
Mahon, of .Pennsylvania, was prevent- 
ed with difficulty by the other mem- 
bers of the house. 


The senate passed a bill providing 


that railway employes who handle 
trains shall not work more than 16 
consecutive hours, such period to be 
followed by ten hours off duty. 


Senator Hopkins, of Illinois spoke

prison in Santa Fe, N. M., one 
of the most ancient and historic 
buildings 
in 
the 
City 
of 
the 


Holy 
Faith, 
with 
the 
exception 


of San Miguel church, is to ba razed 
and in its place will be erected a mod- 
ern jail building of 
vitrified brick, 


steel cages and steam heat. 
The 


county commissioners have let the 
contract for tearing down and dis- 
posing of the old prison, and work has 
already begun upon the new structure. 
The half dozen prisoners now in the 
jail will be guarded elsewhere until 
the new structure is completed. - 


It is impossible to secure data on 


the old prison. It has stood as long 
as the oldest inhabitant can remem- 
ber and looked nearly 200 years ago 
as it does to-day. The building has 
been remodeled a dozen times, but the 
cells and massive doors have never 
been changed. The old prison is of 
adobe entirely. Its walls are of sun- 
dried brick four" feet in thickness. The 
roof, which Is of adobe, laid over mas- 
sive pine logs roughly hewn into shape 
with an ax, is also several feet thick. 
The cells are dirty, dark and unfur- 
nished except for piles of straw cov- 
ered with old blankets, or rickety cots 
upon which prisoners are expected to 
sleep. Earth, hardened and worn by 
the tread of many feet, is the only 
floor. In the walls of the cells are 
still fastened the great, hand-wrought 
chains and cuffs with which prisoners 
at one time were made fast. The cell 
doors are of iron beaten and welded 
into bars by hand. 
They 
have re- 


sisted mob violence in times gone by. 
The old prison was originally con- 
structed about a placita or little yard, 
the buildings forming three sides and 
a high adobe wall the fourth. la re- 
cent years, however, the buildings on 
one side of the placita crumbled into 
ruins and the remainder on the oppo- 
site side were used as stables for the 
sheriff's horses, leaving only the main 
cellhouse as a prison 
In the center 


of the placita back of the prison was 
an old scaffold, which 
rattled 
and 


swayed in the wind. Upon it many an 
early day "bad man" paid 
for his 


crimes with his life. The method of

execution was rough. After the knot 
was placed about the neck, the execu- 
tioner kicked a prop from beneath the 
trap on which the prisoner stood.

The agitation for a new prison be- 


gan about six months ago when a por- 
tion of the roof over one cell fell in. 
The following night a prisoner made 
his escape, leaving a note in which he 
said that he did not want to run away, 
believing that he would be acquitted 
when brought to trial, but that he 
deemed it foolhardy to remain longer 
in such a death trap. The publication 
of the letter called the attention of the 
people to the old prison. They had 
long forgotten it, considering it only 
one of the many relics of other days.

LABOR CHEAP IN BELGIUM. 


Thirteen Hours of Hard Work Poorly 


Recompensed. 


The hours of labor In Belgium are 


very long, says Daily Consular and 
Trade Reports. 
The Jaborer begins 


work at six a, m.. and ceases work at 
seven p. m.. with the usual breaks for 
meals. He is paid on the average of 
seven cents to nine cents an hour for 
ten hours, and 25 per cent, more for 
two additional hours, making his daily 
wage &4 cents to $1.08 for 12 hours. 
Children begin their life 
work 
as 


early as 12 years of age. though the 
law compassionately states that no 
child under 16 years of age shall be 
kept at work for 
more 
than 
12 


hours a day. 
A Belgian statistician 


estimates the average earnings of an 
artisan, child labor being included in 
bis calculation, at about $160 a year. 
Numerous factories have been estab- 
lished there by British firms owing to 
the very low rate at which labor can 
be secured.

Mr. Hays, who 
has just completed a trip from Port- 
age la Prairie to Edmonton in a prai- 
rie schooner, a distance of 735 miles, 
which was covered In eighteen days, 
Is enthusiastic about the country. 


This will be gratifying to settlers In 


the Canadian West, even if Mr. Hays 
declines to be bound to a time limit 
with the exactitude of a stop-watch. 
The Grand Trunk Pacific road will be 
In a position to take part In the trans- 
portation of the crop of 1907, and that 
will be satisfactory to the settlers in 
that country when the harvest Is gar- 
nered. 


The -wheat crop of 1906 in Western

In 1906. for the first time in the history 


of the state, there were remitted not only 
n.11 taxes for the maintenance of the state 
but also one-half of the mill tax for pub- 


-a;id—iliu amount noc^od for 
lie scht 
these purposes was ordered transferred 
from the general fund. * * * Were it 
not for the fact that the disastrous 
fire of February. 1904, which partially 
destroyed the capitol. necessitating the 
erection of a new building, the entire 
one mill tax might have been remitted 
and the school support rendered from 
the g-eneral fund, but it was deemed 
advisable to retain a sufficient amount 
in the treasury to permit of the erec- 
tion of a new state capitol without the 
necessity of resorting to a state tax 
for that purpose."' 


"Local assessors increased their val- 
uations of personal property by 22.62 
per cent, over the former assessment 
in 1900. by 39. S per cent, in 1901, and by 
39.19 
per cent, in 1902. 
This corres- 


ponded somewhat with the increase in 
the assessment of real estate for the 
same years. In 1903, however, the pas- 
sage of the mortgage exemption law 
resulted in the lowering of the local 
assessments of personal property that 
year by 16 per cent, from the point 
reached in the previous year, and since 
that time such assessments have not 
been improved 
perceptibly.

•with no chang-e in the law. there was a 
further decrease, while 1905 showed an 
increase of but 1.S3 per cent. The in- 
crease of the valuation of personal 
propertv* found by the tax commission 
in 1906" exceeded that of 1903 by 2.25 
per cent., while a comparison of the 
local valuation for the same period 
shows a reduction, of 14.62 per cent, 
The efforts of the commission to secure 
compliance with the law have had no 
effect, and the state and local assess- 
ments of personal property are fur- 
ther apart in 1906 than at any former 
time." 


The governor calls attention to the 
law of 1903 relative to the taxation. 
of mortgages, and says that a com- 
mon clause found in practically all 
mortgages has resulted in the abso- 
lute exemption of mortgages from tax- 
ation. and places the burden of taxa- 
tion upon the poor man rather than 
upon the holder of the mortgage, and 
he says: "I therefore recommend that 
chapter 37S, laws of 1903, be repealed 
and the law be restored as it was be- 
fore the enactment of said chapter. 
In restoring the former law the balance 


of credits above indebtedness which 
ehould be assessable and taxable should 
include moneys -S well as credits. 


Income Tax and Inheritance Tax. 
"I -wish to urge upon the legislature 
the importance of the constitutional 
amendment providing for an income 
tax. ' Such a tax is unsurpassed as a 
leveller of the public burden. It most 
nearly satisfies, with proper enforce- 
ment, the conception of an ideal tax. 
The income tax should aim to reach 
such property as otherwise escapes. 
and to compel contribution to the pub- 
lic funds from those who are best able 
to pay them. 
Older countries have 
generally sought relief in an income 
tax. after 
unsuccessful attempts to 
administer the personal property tax- 
Any further recommendation on this 
subject may h* considered premature 
tintil such time as the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment shall have au- 
thorised such legislation. 


"Th** inheritance tax law. as passed 
in 1?03. has already proved to be a 
most fruitful source of state revenue. 
During the fiscal year 190$ thero was 
collected under this law ?229.91?.M. 
and the ir.'-onaf- from this source is con- 
fttuntly prowinsr.

Local Public Service Corporations. 
Gov. Davidson believes that time has 


come for the -state to assume some con- 
trol ever the local public service corpora- 
tions, their organization and the rates 
charged by them, and in this connection 
he says: 


"Tne remedy for conditions now 'so 


oppressive in the municipalities of the 
state lies in a complete revision of the 
statutes relating to the organization of 
public utility corporations and the grant- 
ing of nuinifipal franchises, and provid- 
ing for the supervision by public author- 
ity of the issue of stocks and bonds and 
the control of the rates that shall be 
charged and the service that shall be 
rendered. 
Such legislation should strike 


at the root of the matter. Franchises im- 
providently granted are generally recog- 
nized in thi.s and other states as the 
source of the evil which is aggravated 
by 
overcapitalization 
and 
oppressive 
management. The remedy lies in placing 
an absolute limit by the legislature upon 
the time for which a franchise may be 
granted, and prescribing a period upon 
which all franchises heretofore granted 
shall terminate. 
Already 20 states and 
two territories have adopted legislation 
fixing such limit, ranging in a great ma- 
jority of cases from 20 to 35 years, and 
containing a provision permitting the city 
to purchase the plant at the expiration of 
the term or at a time prior thereto. The 
constitution of this state has wisely re- 
served to the legislature the power to 
alter, amend or repeal all general or spe- 
cial laws granting corporate powers and 
privileges. The exercise of this power by 
the legislature for the control of public- 
service corporations has been upheld for 
more than a generation by the supreme 
court of this state and of the 
United 
States, and there can be no just cause 
for complaint against the adoption of 
proper amendments to charters and fran- 
chises which have since been granted and 
accepted. 
Such grants ha\e been made 


subject to the exercise of this power for 
the protection of the public. 
"Since there are franchises in this state 


which have been granted to public serv- 
ice 
corporations 
in 
perpetuity, 
or 


claimed to be such, and also many which 
have been granted for a. very long period 
of years, the terms of which will operate 
harshly and oppressively, I recommend 
the enactment of a law declaring that all 
franchises heretofore granted to any in- 
dividual, partnership or corporation, 
to 


engage in a public service business in 
any city in this state, shall terminate on 
January 1, 193'J, unless they shall sooner 
expire by their own terms, and also de- 
claring that no franchise of such a na- 
ture hereafter granted shall be for a 
longer term than 20 years. 
"* * * A limit should be placed upon 


the capitalization of local service cor- 
porations, and the issue of stocks and 
bonds by them should be 
under 
the 


supervision 
of 
the 
state 
commission 
charged with regulation of such corpora- 
tions. 
Massachusetts and 
New 
York 
have provided that no stocks or bonds 
shall be issued by this class of corpora- 
tions without application 
having 
first 


been made to the state commission and 
its approval obtained after an examina- 
tion as to the necessity of such issue. 
and the methods and purposes of the in- 
yestment of the proceeds. With capital- 
ization measured by actual investment, 
just rates can readily be ascertained, and 
the accumulation of large surplus funds 
through excessive charges may thus be 
prevented. 
"There is a growing sentiment in favor 


of municipal ownership and encourage- 
ment should be extended in this direction, 
especially with respect to water works 
and gas and lighting plants. 
I recom- 
mend the necessary legislation to en- 
able any city or village to establish public 
utilities, or to acquire such as may al- 
ready exist under the power of eminent 
domain, and to pay for the same out of 
the proceeds of certificates of indebted- 
ness, which may be made a lien on the 
property so acquired. 
In the purchase 


of such utilities by the municipality, it 
should not be required to pay an exor- 
bitant sum for the franchises where the 
same have been granted without consid- 
eration. The legislation already recom- 
mended to limit the duration of existing 
franchises would be a material aid to 
municipalities 
contemplating the pur- 
chase of public utilities. 
'I have treated this subject at some 
length because I am 
thoroughly con- 


vinced of its great importance, and that 
the regulation of these corporations by a 
state commission is a necessity. 
The 
sentiment of the people of the state, as 
expressed in the several party platforms, 
is pronounced and emphatic for legisla- 
tion giving the public effective control 
over all public utilities." 


Insurance Legislation. 


Attention is called to the insurance leg- 
islation passed in 1905, appointing com- 
mittee to investigate the subject of in- 
surance. 
He says this committee has 
been very thorough te its vork, and that 
its report will be plac«fl before the legis- 
lature, and says: 
"Permit me. however, to add that pear- 
ly every citizen of Wisconsin is vitally 
interested in the regulation c.f insurance 
corporations. According to the report of 
the commissioner of 
insurance, 
there 
were on December 31. 1905. 293,503 persons 
in Wisconsin holding policies in old line 
life insurance companies, amounting to 
$242.727.94S.70. 
upon 
which 
the 
annual 
premium 
aggregated 
JS.637.013.2S. 
The 
people paying annually this large sum of 
money, necessitating in the majority of 
instances careful saving, and those de- 
pendent upon the policy holders for the 
necessities of life look to this legislature, 
and have a right to ask. that such laws 
be passed as will adequately protect their 
savincs. Many people have come to re- 
gard life insurance as a saving bank ac- 
count, and certainly their equities in in- 
surance policies are entitled to the same 
careful legislation and state supervision 
as has been adopted in regard to banks. 
With the immense sums taken from the 
policy holders, the treasuries of the in- 
surance corporations have presented such 
temptations for questionable transactions 
as have been beyond the power of pres- 
ent day officials to resist. Protect the 
rights and property of the people, erect 
such legal safe-guards that 
insurance 
shall l>c such in fa<-;. that trust funds 
shaH 1xs honestly applied, that there shall 
be a limit to the exT»en<!Hure of the in- 
surance money an<3 that just punishment 


mpted out to all violators of the law.

The State University. 


On tho Bu'./jc-ct of the state university 


he says In relation to the practice of bor- 
rowing from the trust funds to tide the 
university over until tho new state .ap- 
propriation is available: 


"(jut of this growing practice to borrow 


from the state funds in anticipation of Its 
own revenue considerable criticism de- 
veloped. 
It was claimed that the univer- 


sity was being maintained on a scale en- 
tirely beyjnd the limits placed by the 
legislature, arid a quite general suspicion 
was aroused that the best business moth 
ods did not prevail in its management. 
The legislature, at its extra session In 
19(Kj, provided for the appointment of a 
committee with power to investigate Into 
the condition of affairs, management, ex- 
penses and needs of the university, and 
also into its business transactions. 
The 
report of this committee will be placed 
before you. 
Upon a review of its work 


you will find that a careful examination 
was made into the matters required by 
law. and that the investigation was thor- 
ough ana 
exhaustive. 
The committee 


makes a number 
of 
recommendations 


which are worthy of your consideration. 
The recommendation for an appropriation 
of $2."0,000 to meet the apparent deficiency 
in the university revenues does not meet 
rny approval. 
With a proper husbandry 


of its resources, the university will 
be 


able to adjust itself to the receipt ot its 
revenue as provided under the present 
law. During the current year the amount 
to be borrowed will not exceed $250,000, a 
reduction of $52,000 over 
the 
previous 
year. 1 am of the opinion that this de- 
ciency can be entirely met within a few- 
years without the aid of an appropria- 
tion. Recommendation is therefore made 
that the authority of the university to 
borrow from the general fund be contin- 
ued, with the provision that this privilege 
be limited to the sum of $250,000 for any 
one year. 
It is. however, a mattr.r of 


supreme gratification that the financial 
embarrassment of this great institution 
is a result of 
its 
wonderful 
growth, 
rather than extravagance or mismanage- 
ment, and that the suspicions regarding 
it were unfounded. 


"Since the increase in the number of 
students has been much larger than the 
increase in constructional work, the pres- 
ent accommodations 
are inadequate in 


many particulars. There is need for the 
early construction of a women's build- 
ng, a central heating plant, a new pump- 
ng station and new machine shops." 


Primary Election. 


The primary election law passed by the 
egislature of 1903, and adopted by a vote 
of the people at the general election in 
1904, was given its first trial in 1906. While 
opportunity had been previously afforded 
:o observe the operation of the law in 
the nomination of municipal officers, it 
remained for the general election Of 1906 
to subject this measure to the severe test 
of state wide application. In general the 
:aw has been a success, and gives every 
ndication 
of accomplishing the results 


promised for it. 
A strong interest was" 


manifested in the law in all parts of the 
state, as was evidenced by the large vote 
cast at the primaries. 
It can • be said 
:hat no grave defects have been revealed 
n the law, and while some complaint was 
occasioned in regard to the workings of 
certain provisions, it must be borne in 
mind that the law was an exceedingly 
•adical one in the number of innovations 
aver ths old caucus and convention sys- i 
em. I am confident that in time the diffi- 
culties complained of will disappear as

>ary to trace the title through a long 
hain of transfers back to the original 
aatient. Mortgages, liens, judgments, ad- 
ministrations, and other legal proceed- 
ngs .all present obstacles necessitating 
areful examination before the land can 
be safely transferred. 
It is significant 
hat many leading American states have 
adopted the "Torrens System" as a sim- 
plification of title transfers, while such a 
ystem has been in vogue in European 
:ountries for many years, 
Massachu- 
etts, Illinois, California, Oregon. Wash- 
ngton. Montana and Minnesota have re- 
vised their systems to secure greater sim- 
plicity and safety in transfers. 
It is 
indorsed by many bar associations and 
has received the recommendation of the 
world's real estate congress. Under the 
"Ton-ens System" the title to realty fa 
registered as distinct from the deed. Th« 
owner of the land applies to the register 
of deeds for its registration, and where 
the title Js found perfect, it is regis- 
tered and guaranteed. The official guar- 
anty of title is the distinguishing feature 
of this system. . 
"The importance of land titles requires 
your most careful investigation, and if 
in your judgment the present method of 
transfer is too cumbersome, & safe but 
more 
economical 
system 
should 
be 


adopted."

garian court Is now the abbess of the 
Theresian Convent of the Noble La- 
dies in Prague, a position which is 
always" held by an archduchess* The 
Archduchess Maria Annunciata, the 
present abbess, who is a niece of the 
emperor, has succeeded to the position 
of first lady through the widowhood 
of the Archduchess Maria Josefa, wife 
of the late Archduke Otto.
